§2. That it shall be unlawful 
for any person under the age of 
18 years to smoke, or to have a- 
bout his person or premises, any 
ciijarette or cigarette papers or 
any other form prepared to bt* 
tilled with tobacco for cigarette 
use. Any person so violating the 
provisions of this section shall bA 
punished by a fine not exceeding 
Kve dollors, provided that tba 
Court of Justice trying Ijbe case 
may remit tlie anaiw^ lor voi- 
lating this sactioa, upon tha dia> 
closure by the parson of tha par- 
son, firm or oorporatioa from 
whom he obtaineo any such cig- 
arette or cigarette paper.
